RESTRICTING OF SIGNS
ADVISED BY ART JURY

Report Opposes Too Many on
Stores and Would Have Its
Approval Required

Sidewalk obstructions, sueh as overhang-
ing slgns, whether {lluminated or not, pri-
vale bridges, sireet clocks and similar struc-
tures are denlt with at length in the fifth
annual report of the Art Jury.

The report as submitted to the Mayor,
through Charles C. Harrison, who wia the
Jjury's president untll a few days. ago,
covern the nctivitios of the jpry during the
calendar yoar 1915,

After reciting ite approgal In principle
of the general schames and \ooation af the
Philadelphin Museurh of Art, the report de-
clares “the actual completion of the An
Museum 8 the mportant elvic purpose now
to be accomplished and we sarnestly recom-
maend It to your favorable aod effective con-
nideration.*

1t notes the passage of an ordinancs lim-
Iting the extent of marquises or Awnings
projecting over the bullding !lne and the
forbidding of advertining thereon. FPro-
cooding, thy report reads:

“There are other matters for which
stringent rules should be establishgd by
ordinances of Counails. Wae refer especially
o migne hanglng over the sidewalks,
whather liluminated or not. The value of
puch signs as advertlsementa is temporary
und Actitioun.”

Erection of more than one sign is held
to shut off in whols or In part the previous
slgn, while the argument that such signa
add to the night lighting of the clty ls
answered that many are lighted only for s
half hour or so, while others xre used only
in daytime.

Recommondation s male that all signs,
MHluminated or not, be placed parallel with
and olose against the facades of the bufld-
ings to which they are attached. Com-
mendation s given to the co-operatlve ef-
forts of the Chestnut Street Business Men's
Associntion.

“In view of s experience of the
years” the report pontinues. “the
enrnestly recommenda that, hefore® an ordl.
nance is presented to Councils, sny s
oant who desires to erect a private br
street clock or similar structure over &
fireet be obliged to submit ths deslgn of
the structure to the jJury for its approval
In this way the applicant may save money,
an he s required to pay $60 on the passage
of an ordinance to authorizs the ersction of
such & structure, but it cannot he ereoted
wotil approved by the jury.™
